Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board and Citizens of Landaff: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


The total enrollment in your schools last year was 81. 
The average membership was 29.98 and the percentage 
of attendance 96.1. The attendance record was nearly 
4 percent better than the previous year. There were 9 
pupils attending Lisbon High School. 


The enrollment on January 15 was 24. There were 13 
pupils at the Blue School and 11 at Scotland. This is 7 
less than you had in your schools at the same time 
last year. 


Mrs. Walter Putnam was employed to teach at the 
Scotland school this year but was taken sick and was 
unable to work. Mrs. Edgar Clement and Mrs. Edna 
Shores did substitute work. We were finally able to se- 
cure Mrs. Annie Atwood of Lisbon as a regular teacher. 
Mrs. Atwood is a capable teacher. Mrs. Veda Aiken, an 
experienced teacher, formerly taught at No. Lisbon. 


Landaff is very fortunate to have the services of Mrs. 
Aiken and Mrs. Atwood. Teachers college graduates are 
no longer available for one-room schools. 


Electric lights were installed at the Scotland School. 
The desks were refinished at the Blue school. Because 
of an epidemic of whooping cough and colds and the 
scarcity of wood we are burning coal at the Blue school. 
The teacher reports that the arrangement is very satis- 
factory. 


Mr. Dustin served temporarily as janitor at the Blue 
School. Since that time the teachers and children have 
done their own janitor work. 


Hot lunches are being served at both schools. 


At the last state grange meeting the grange went on 
record as recommending transportation for high school 
pupils as well as elementary school pupils. 


Using one large bus or two small busses, Landaff can 
transport all its pupils, both elementary and high school, 
and pay their tuition as economically as you now support 
your one-room schools. 


The financial report in this school report gives a de- 
tailed cost of such a plan.
